New «York, Oetober 16.—rhe ;: following 
appeal Wis issued today at the democratic 
state headquarters, in the Park Avenue 
hotel, by Senator Charles %. Faulkner, 
chairman of jhe democratic congressional 
campaign committee: 

“Forty days ago, by reason of the dis- 
satisfaction at the slow action of congress 
in passing a tariff bill and a very general 
misunderstanding of the chu.acter of the 
bill which was ultimately pussed, we had 
but little hope of carrying a majority. of 
the fifty-fourth congress. fhe political 
improvement of the situation in the in- 
terest of democracy during that brief pe- 
riod, however, has been marvelous. A 


the law and a realization of the fact that 
united action is essential in order to ena- 
ble the party to redeem its piedges and to 
hold up the hands of the democratic ad- 
ministration during the next two years, 
has stopped the bickering which were divid- 
ing its counsels and harmonized the fac- 
tional trouble in its organization to such 
an extent that the prospects are now 
bright, with a united and aggressive party, 
to hold a fair working majority in the 
next house. To accomplish this, ‘however, 
we can afferd to have no divisions which 
tend to separate and disintegrate our 
forces.

“You can, therefore, fully appreciate the 
anxiety which I feei in reference to the 
recent action in this- city’ in the nomina- 
tion in eight of the distrets of two demo- 
cratc candidates in estimating our ability 
to maintain a working majority we have 
necessarily counted upon the New York 
Gemocracy giving us the full number of 
members We have in the present house. 
If we fail in realizing this, it is questiona- 
bie whether it will be possble to maintain 
our supremacy in the national legislature.

Little Falls, N. Y., October 16.—Senator 
David B. Hill arrived here at noon today 
from Kingston.

After luneheon Senator Hill delivered an 
address on the issues of the campaign at 
the Skinner opera house, which is the first 
afternoon meeting he has so far addsessed 
this campaign. When he rose to respond 
in answer to “hia introduction he was 
given such an ovation that he was led to 
remark: 

“This reminds me more of Saratoga than 
any other place I have been in since the 
convention was. held.’’

McKinley Makes Five Speechen. 

Columbus, Q., October 16.—Governor Me- 
Kinley made five speeches today. He left 
Columbus. at 5:20 o’clock this morning and 
spoke to a large Crowd at Greenvilie, Darke 
county; at 8 o’clétk. He spoke at Celona, 
Mercer county, at noon, forty minutes be- 
ing allotted to him there. At St. Mary’s, 
.@ short distance east, he made a short 
Speech, and arrived at Lima, Allen coun- 
ty, late in the afternoon, where an ovation 
awaited him. Tonight the governor spoke 
at Fostoria. <A big parade preceded the 
meeting and a crowd of several thousand 
people heard him, speak later. The gov- 
ernor’s trip today was a series of ovations, 
crowds gathering at every station to greet 
him. 

Chicago’s Registration. 

Chicago, October 16.—Today’s registration 
in Chicago eclipsed all previous records. The 
weather was pleasant, and this factor was 
prominent in the results. When the polls 
closed at 9 o’clock tonight it was estimated 
by both democratic and republican leuders 
that the list contained over 200,000 names. 
In 1892 the first day’s registration numbered 
190,428 and the total for two days was 270,- 
000 


A feature of this year’s registration is the 
feminine vote. The women were very much 
in evidence in the suburban polling places, . 
but in the city proper very few gave in 
their names. It was said by some enthusi- 
astic people that 10,00 women registered 
today. 


, NEBRASKA’S MUDDLE. 


Democratic Factions Carry Their 
Quarrel Into the Supreme Court, 
Lincoln, Neb., October 16.—The quarrel 
between the two factions of Nebraska’s de- 
mocracy worked ita.way into the supreme 
court today, when the bolting, or adminis- 
tration wing of the party began mandamus 
proceedings to compel th: secretary of 
state to place the names of candidates of 
their ticket in the official ballot as the 
regular party nominee. Theoral arguments 
befcre the court were of great length, re- 
cing the work of the two conventions at 
Omaha and claiming for the bolters the 
right to be classed as the only democratic 
party in t state with any standing be- 
fore the n&tional organization. In connec- 
tion with the mandamus proceedings the 
petitioners. along with the secretary of 
state, united in requesting an opinion from 
the court on the question of allowing the 
name of any candidate to appear twice on 
the ballot as the nominee of two or more 
parties. While rendering no decision on 
either case, the judges intimated that their 
ruling- on the latter point would be as be- 
fore, that a name can be printed but once 
on the ballot. A decision on the mandamus 

case is expected soon.

~TILLMAN'S TALK * 


About His Recent Visit to 
Washington. 


LIQUOR BUSINESS WILL BE THROPTLED 


If the Legislature Has to Be Con- 
vened to Do It. 


THE INTERNAL REVENUE COMMISSIONER 


Is in Sympathy with the Governor, and 
Between Them There Will Be Found 
a Way Out ofthe W

Columbia, S. C., October 16.—(8pecial.)— 
Governor Tillman returned today from 
Washington, whither he went im an at- 
tempt to settle a conflict between the dis- 
pensary law and the United Stateg revenue 
laws. 

A distiller in Edgefielg county had viola- 
ted the dispensary law and the governor 
had attempted to seize the liquor belonging 
to the distiller, which was in a ‘distillery 
warehouse, by paying the revenue tax, The 
collector refused to give up the whisky, and 
the governor went to Washington to see 
about it. 

The Governor Is Piensed. 


He was pleased with the press Feport of 
his visit sent out last night from Washing- 
ton, and this afternoon gave out the follow- 
ing: 

“It accomplished all I went for, and that 
was to prevent any conflict of authority or 
friction between the federal and state au- 
thorities. 

“I found Commissioner Miller very anx- 
ioug of co-operating with me in the mat- 
ter. There is some doubt in his mind as to 
whether he has authority to allow the state 
to seize liquor in a distillery warehouse and 
pay the tax on it. The question has never 
been raised before, and there is no judicial 
decision along this line. 

“There have been cases of sheriffs at- 
tempting to seize liquors and imported 
g00dg in bonded warehouses under war- 
rants for the collection of debts, and the 
courts have held that this was not permis- 
sable. 

How the Law Now Stands. 

‘Until the passage of the last revenue 
law, the Wilson act, as amendéed by the 
senate. liquor in warehouses was held under 
certificates which were used in the markets, 
and any one holding the certificate was 
considered the owner and Could pay the tax 
and remove it. Congress, for somé reason, 
changed the phraseology, and the law now 
provides that the tax must be paid by the 
distiller, and under a strict constriiction no 
one else is allowed to do it—not even an 
administrator or executor. 

“I contend that the government only 
holds the liquor for the purpose of secur- 
ing the tax, that the state’s right to police 


factured or imported, was wundatiéstioned. 
The supreme court, in any number of de- 
cisions, concedes thig in the. most emphaticé 
language, and the Wilson net of 1390, the 
last legislation. by congress on the subject, 
also concedes it. 

Will Be Submitted to the 

General. 


“The commissioner will submit the matter 
to the attorney general, whose opinion wil! 
govern, of course, until the legislature and 
congress meet.’ 

“The whisky in question will be proceeded 
against and judgment obtained. If the evi- 
dence will warrant, and it will fut be al- 
lowed to be removed from the warehouse 
until the matter is finally deterniined. I 
have no doubt that the police power of the 
state, which differs from. the attempt to 
seize for the purpose of collecting a debt, 
will receive recognition at the hands of the 
federal authorities, and if the law is at 
present defective so as to permit this it will 
be amended when congress meets. 

“It may become necessary for the legisla- 
ture to pass an act to provide for the li- 
censing of stills in this state ang the con- 
trol of the output by the state officers. Oné 
thing is very certain—the illicit sale of liq- 
uor at distilleries will be stopped.”’

Greenville, 8S. C., October 16.—(Special.)—

tions. Warrants were issued for the arrest

OHIO PEOPLE AROUSED 


Over an Outrage Committed by a Uol- 
ored Man Who May Be Lynéhed. 

Columbus, O., October 16.—A special from 
Washington Courthouse, O., says that Wil- 
liam Dolbin, a young colored man, under 
arrest there for rape committed upon Mrs.- 
Mary C. Boyd, will. undoubtedly be lynch- 
ed, but no attempt is likely to be made 
tonight. The crime was committed:a week 
ago. Mrs. Boyd is fifty-two years otd, 
and lives nine miles in the country. -She 
was alone in the farmhouse when Dolby, 
who had just been let out of the Washing- 
ton Courthouse jail, after serving a sen- 
tence for a misdemeanor, called and de- 
mended something to eat. As she turned to 
give an alarm, he seized her and, throwing 
her to the floor, ravished her and left her 
half dead. She is. still prustrated. Yes- 
terday Dolby was arrested on. Suspicion 
of being the guilty man, at Delaware, O., 
and the sheriff arrived at Wasflington court- 
house early this morning. He was taken 
to the Boyd farm and positively idéntified 
by Mrs. Boyd and a neighbor who saw 
him as he left the house.’ 

Threats were made so freely against the 
prisoner, that Sheriff Cook took spécial 
precautions against being surprised at the 
jail by a mob, and called ott the local 
company of militia. The troops ‘are now 
dismissed, but are under arms at their 
homes, ready to respond in a mioment’s 
notice to the sheriff’s call, while at the 
jail he has a strong barricade. The col- 
ored people of the neighborhotd are as 
bitter against Dolby as the white’ peopie 
are.

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WITH THE WEAVERS, 


ufacturers Claim to Be Gaining. 

Fall River, Mass.. October 16.—The wea- 
vers’ strike is still on, but according to the 
manufacturers, the tide has again turned 
in their favor, and this morning they_re- 
port a gain in the number of.looms run- 
ning. The manufacturefs assert that they 
have today 3,150 loomg more to their credit 
than yesterday, and that out of a total of 
58,879 looms in the city, 26,406 are stopped. 

The weavers’ demonstration yesterday 
has had no result. Only the weavers in 
Sagamore No. 2 left. work yesterday, and 
this morning all of them returned. Not a 
mill in the city reports a loss of looms and 
many of the manufacturers assert that the 
strike will not last iong.. 

The weavers are very quiet today and are 
preparing for a big demonstration at South 
park tomorrow, when the meeting will be 
addressed by Secretary Hart, of New Bed- 
ford; Secretary McGuire, of Providence, and 
local leaders.

HE SPENT MONEY FREELY 

And Livingstone Was Arrested by 

the Police.. 

Washington, October 16.—The city police 
have arrested two men suspected of being 
implicated in the Aquia creek train rob- 
‘tbery of Friday night. One of them, named 
John Smith, was locked up for acting sus- 
piciously. but, so far, no information of 
the robbing has been obtained from him, 
and it is doubtful if he is one of the rob- 
bers. The other arrested man calls him- 
self George F. Livingstone, and claims to 
have lived in Washington twen&-four 
years. He does not, however, appear to be 
well acquainted with the city. Livingstone 
had been spending money quite freely for 
two or three days past, ani had bought 
new clothing, with the exception of a shirt, 
which is begrimed with coal dust, which 
fact gives the officers hope that a good 
ciue has’ been found. When locked up, 
Livingstone had 355, which he said his 
aunt had left him. He had not worked 
tor five years, but had been a telegraph 
operator and train dispatcher, but intend- 
ed never to work again. He will be Reld 
pending an investigation. 

Two Suspicious Characters. 

Richmond, Va., October 16.—A Front 
Royal special to The Dispatch says: “Two 
suspicious men came here about dark last 
night from toward the Rappahannock 
river. One was heavy-set; the other tall, 
with dafk brown hair and mustache, and 
high cheek bones. The tall man bought a 
black worsted sack suit: and wore a gray 
Alpine hat. He paid for the clothes with 
a ten-dollar gold piece and sixteen silver 
pieces. He carried an _ oil-cloth valise, 
which seemed heavy, and was handled with 
care. The heavy-set man bought a black 
woolen cheviot sack suit, size 3. He paid 
a twenty-dollar gold piece. Both bought 
canvas telescope satchels here.

Americans to Be Protected. 

Washington, October 16.—Officiais of the 
Chinese legation say Americans residing ia 
China will be given ample protection as 
long as the war exists. The legation shares 
the feeling expressed in recent cables from 
Peking that foreigners have nothing to 
fear from outbreaks of natives. The news- 
papers and private advices received at the 
legation make no mention of the extreme 
disorder and panic at Peking which the 


reports were unwarranted and came 
through prejudiced channels. It is pointed 
out that rowdy outbreaks are likely to oc- 
cur in ‘war times, but it is stated with posi- 
tiveness that the Chinese government never 
has expressed doubt of its ability to control 
these local cutbreaks, as was reported, and 
that it now assures Americans aud «other 
foreign residents of complete protection. 


JOE CHAMBERLAIN SPEAKS. 


A Definite Policy of Secial Reforms 
Necessary. 

London, October 16.—Joseph Chamberlain, 
member of parliament, the libderal-unionist 
leader, addressed the unionists at a confér- 
ence in Durham today. He held that the 
unionist party was growing in strength at 
the expense of the Gladstonions, and he in- 
sisted upon the importance of having a 
definite policy of social reforms. He de- 
fended in detail the bill which he has pre- 
pared for introduction at the next session 
of parliament, providing for the furnishing 
of state aid to artisans in the purchase of 
homes of their own, for the granting of 
old-age pensions, for the limitation of the 
hours of labor in shops and factories, for 
the restriction of pauper alien immigration, 
and for a new employers’ liability act, em- 
bodying a contracting-out clause. In re- 
ferring to the adverse criticisms of certain 
unionist papers on this bill he said that if 
he thought the criticisms were approved by 
any considerable section of the unionist 
party he would resign the responsible posi- 
tion which he now held in the party’s coun- 
cils. The party would never succeed, he 
declared, with a barren policy, negative 
criticism or cynical indifference. 


WHAT THE LADY SAID, 


And the Holy Russian. Synod Made 
Haste to Accommodate Her. 


Berlin, October 16.—The Kreuz Zeitung 
says that a Russian holy synod has made 
an extraordinary and highly important 
concession in the case of the adoption of, 
the Greek faith by the Princess Alix of 
Hesse. The princess refused to declare her 
former religion accu-ssed, or that her con- 
version was due to the conviction that her 
own religion was not rounded upon truth, 
as is required by the law of the Greek 
church. She merely made the declaration 
that she had joined the Greek church in 
order that she might be of one faith with 
her future husband and the holy synod 
accepted her declaration as sufficient. 


THE EMPEROR AT WIESBADEN. 


He Unveils the Monument in Memory 
et His Grandfather. 
Wiesbaden, Prussia, October 16.—Emperor 

William today unveiled the monument 
erected heré to the memory of his grand- 
father, Emperor William I, and this even- 
ing he opened the new royal theater, erect- 
ed by the town at a cost of 4,000,000 marks, 
and grantea by the emperor a subsidy of 
250,000 marks yearly. The veautiful water- 
ing place was crowdéd with enthusiastic 
Germans to witness the ceremonies and 
the town was brilliant- with holiday bunt- 
ing. The streets and windows began to 
fill with people at an early hour. By noon 
all the main thoroughfares were crowded 
with townfolks and visitors. The streets 
tnrough which the emperor was to pass 
were beautifully decorated with Venetian 
masts and arches of elaborate design. 


A GERMAN TILLMAN. 
Herr Von Plenner’s Bill in the Aus- 
trian Reichstath. 

Vienna, October 16.—In the reichstath 
today Herr von Plenner introduced a bill 
providing for a monopoly by the state of 
the refihing and sale of spirits. Herr von 
Plenner argued, in support of the measure, 
that it would prevent the people from being 
poisoned by poor alcohols, and would, be- 
sides, augment the revenue of the state. 
According to the terms of the bill, the pro- 
duction of raw spirits is left to private en- 
terprise, but producers are only allowed to 
seil to the state for refining purposes in 
the government factories. Producers are 
also allowed to export whatever raw spirits 
the government may not require. 


Concessions to Princess Alix. 


Berlin, October 16.—The Kreuz Zeitung 
says that Princess Alix of Hesse has ob- 
tained concessions from the Russian holy 
synod such as no princess in a like position 


dox faith. The princess will not declare 
her former religion to be accursed, nor will 
she state her conversion is due to the con- 
viction that the truth lies not with her 
own, but with the Russian church. The 
holy synod will be satisfied with a simple 
deciaration that the princess joins the 
Greek church in order to be of the same 
religion as her future husband.

Two Sisters of Mercy Lost Their Lives 
at Houston Yesterday

A LARGE BLAZE AT NASHVILLE 


Yee Considerable Loss to Property. 
Fire at Liberty Centre, Obio, Nearly 
Ruins the Town—A Fire at Selma. 


Houston, Tex., October 16.—Early this 
morning fire was discovered in the San 
Jacinto boarding house, on Franklin and 
Jacinto streets, and before the flames were 
got under control two lives, and prob- 
ably four, were lost and $500,000 worth of 
property was destroyed. The flames quick- 
ly spread to St. Josepli's Catholic in- 
firmary, on Franklin avenue, and the builds 
ing was totally destroyed. 

Two sisters of the institute, Jane and 
Doriel, perished in the burning building. 
Two patients lying in an upper story of 
the dormitory are missing and it is feared 
they are burned to death. Another sister, 
named Clothilde, had a narrow escape. She 
was frightfully burned about the head and 
shoulders, but it is believed she will re- 
cover. 

From St. Joseph's infirmary the flames 
epread to Alexander's boarding house; then 
to adjoining stores. 

The flames lasted from 2:45 o'clock a. m. 
until 4:30 o'clock p. m., and in that time 
destroyed over a dozen buildings. As near 
as can be obtained at present the following 
is a list of the losses: 

Si. Joseph's infirmary $60,000, San Jacinto 
house $6,000, F. Alexander, furniture, $26,000; 
L. M. Rich, building, $12,000; N. W. Shaw, 
building, $15,000; J. Rushmore, grocery, $15,- 
000; J. W. Hancock, stationery store, $20,000; 
A Chimel & Co., furniture, $70,000; W. L. 
Foley, dry goods, $166,000; J. W. Jones, 
building, $20,000. Other emall losses wil) 
bring the aggregate up to a half million 
dollars. This is partially covered by in- 
surance, but the exact amount cannot be 
learned. 

The origin of the fire is supposed to be 
due to an explosion of an oil lamp. 

The names of the two Sisters of Mércy, 
oecupants of St. Joseph's hospital, who iost 
their lives are Sisters Dolores and Jennie 
Ellis. The family name of Sister Dolores 
was Elizabeth Boyle; Jennie Eliis was a 
novitiate and removed to Houston from 
Montreal two weeks "Ie ts oumptees 
that they pefished in ‘flames while try- 
ing to save the lives of others. The debris 
is still) burning. The remains of those 
found were horribly charred and Unrecog- 
nizable. The total loss will amount to aver 
@ helf million 4dovars, with an 
about one-third of that amount. 

A Kentucky Town Burned. | 

LaGrange, Ky., Oetober 16.—A fire broke 
out in Sulphur, about eight miles east of 
here on the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, this morning, which swept away the 
entire central portion of the town. The 
list of property destroyed embraces seven 
stores, Deposit bank of Sulphur, two livery 
stables, two hotels and six residences; The 
Louisville and Nashville depot, which: was 
filled with merchandise, was destroyed, as 
was the water tank. The loss is estimated 
at over $100,000, partly insured. 

Fire in Liberty Center. 

Napoleon, O., October 16.—The towh of 
Liberty Center, seven miles east of this 
place, was almost destroyed by fire early 
this morning. The entire business portion 
of the town and a number of dwellings 
were destroyed. The fire started at ji 
o'clock a. m. and at noon was under con- 
trol. The loss is $75,000, partly covered by 
insurance. “Liberty Center is a town of 
about 800 inhabitants. 

Fine Residence Destroyed. 
Selma, Ala., Octobec 16.—(Special.)—News 
has just reached the city of the destruction 
by fire, in the lovely little village of SBum- 
merfield, of the nandsomest house in the 
place, owned by Mr. Louis Sturdivant, on 
last Sunday. Mr. Sturdivant and wife Went 
to church about one mile distant anf on 
their return found their home in flatnes. 
They did not even save their clothing. No 
insurance whatever was on the building. 

A Blaze in Nashvilie. 
Nashville, Tenn., October 16.—A disastrous 
fire broke out tonight in the feather, wool 
and jute shcp of Cline & Bernheim, 1@ 
North Market street. The building, togeth- 
er with its contents, was destroyed, en- 
tailing a loss of about $20,000. The hard- 
ware store of Dudley*@ Biack and i. M, 
Hitcheock & Son, on either-side, were bad- 
ly damaged by water and smoke. The total 
loss will probably amount to $50,000. 

Two Children Burnt to Death. 
Greenville, 8. C., October 16.—(Special. )— 
This afternoon, about two miles from Foun- 
tain inn, on the Greenville and Latrens 
railroad, the house of Mrs. Singleton, a 
white woman, was burned and two of her 
ehiidren in the house were burned to death. 
She was out in the field picking cotton, and 
had with her a three-weeks’-old baby. She 
left two children, aged two and four years, 
in the house, and they were burned to @ 
crisp. The cause of the fire is unknown.

Answering a Correspondent. 

A correspondent, noting the: fact that 
The Constitution welcomes inquiries on 
the money question put to it in good 
faith, asks: “How would silver be kept 
at par with gold if the demonetization 
act of 1875 were repealed? Would not 
gold go to a premium, and thus cease 
to circulate as money?’ 

In reply we would say that the repeal 
of the demonetization act of 1873 would 
bring about an instant and an absolute 
change in the relations between the 
two metals. The silver dollar would be 
restored to its old place as the unit of 
value. The value of gold itself would 
be expressed in terms of silver. Thus 
an ounce of gold would be worth so 
many dollars in silver—silver being the 
unit and standard of value. By the law 
demonetizing silver and making gold 
the unit of value our currency system 
has been revolutionized. Two panics— 
the most dreadful ever known—have 
been required to bring about the shrink- 
age of values necessary to accommodate 
the demands of this financial revolution. 
Debts have been doubled, property val- 
ues and prices have fallen, and the 
volume of business has been reduced 
more than one-half in order that the 
money sharks of this country and 
Kurope may reap the immense profits 
resulting from the dislocation. 

The moment silver is restored to its 
old place, the silver dollar becomes a 
unit and standard of value, as it was 
in the days of our prosperity. Silver 
would not have to be kept.at par with 
gold, but gold would’ have to be kept 
at par with silver. _— 

Our correspondent: asks if gold would 


not go to a premium and cease to ecir- 


culate as money if silver were again 
made a unit and standard of value. 
Gold is alrendy at a premium in every 
country where silver has been made 
the sole ‘standard of value. In. this 
country the premiuni is an invisible one, 
and, therefore, more disastrous than if 
a visible premium were registered in 
the market reports. The extent of this 
invisible premium may be measured 
and gauged by taking note of the shrink- 
age in values and the fall in-prices that 
have oceurred since 1878. In many 
European nations there is an actual pre- 
mium on gold. There is a visible pre- 
nium of more ‘than S per cent in 
Austria, a nation that has been for more 
than two years trying to establish the 
single gold standard. Germany has fe- 
cently paid, and is still paying, a pre- 
mium for gold in the open market. 
The result of all this is that we have 
in actual operation in this country the 
very results which the gold monometal- 
lists say would follow the free coinage 
of silver. We have every result except 
the actual additions that would be made 
to our money of final payment through 
the operations of free coinage. Europe 
is taking our small stock of gold when- 
ever a premium on gold appears in the 
rate of exchange. The result is that 
gold, which never circulates among the 
‘people of this country except on the 
Pacific coast, has practically gone out 
of cireulation altogether. It is hoarded 
He the banks more closely than ever.

Editorials appearing in some of the 
leading newspapers of the state indi- 
cate that democrats in various counties 
are not as active as they might be in 
the mutter of the -state congressional 
elections.

| Bird, Blue day and Cuckoo. 
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HERON CARRIES A DEATH POWDER 


How Maurice Thompson Tried ana 
Failed to Break the Cuckoo Charm. 
An Owl’s Feather. 


In my early manhood, says Maurice 
Thompson, in The Independent, I saw old 
negro doctors or charm workers pretend :5 
do wonders with the aid of what they call- 
ed a charm string. A bird's head nearly 
always filled @ conspicuous place in the 
make-up of this string, the kingfisher’; 
and the woodpecker’s being oftenest usec 
I remember seeing one with the flaming 
scalp of a log-cock at one end and at the 
other the dried head of a rattlesnake 
while between the two extremes various 
birds’ heads and snakes’ heads alternated 
In the cracker cabins one may now and 
then see a dead sparrow hawk or kingfishe- 
suspended from the ceiling or from a 
rafter by a string fastened to its back. i:s 
wings outspread and its mouth open. The 
crackers believe that the bird’s beak wil! 
point in the direction of the wind of the 
following day. Clearly, this is a very old 
superstition, and the mountaineers have i: 
@s well as the crackers. 

Some characteristic superstitions of the 
southern negroes had a mocking bird sing- 
ing through them. I made a short voyage 
on &@ corn boat many years ago. It was 
down the Coosawattee we went sailing. 
The boatmen were stalwart slaves, happy, 
songful and good story-tellers in their way. 
The mocking birds twittered and fluttered 
all night in the thickets along the river 
banks, and the jet-black captain smoked 
and babbled. From him I got the follow- 
ing, which i now set in his own phraseology 
as nearly as I can: “Yah, de mockin’ bird 
sing w’en de moon shine bright; but yo’ 
ain't got no business tryin’ ter ketch 'm «t 
it; he not gwine let yo’ see 'm den w'ile he 
ten’ ter he business.”” I cross-examined the 
captain, and found out that the mocking 
bird’s “business’’ was somewhat uncanny, 
relating, indeed, to dark conjuring not fit 
to be described here. 

The Owl and the Magnolia. 

In Alabama a negro who boasted descen! 
from an African king, albeit he was a 
most unroyal-looking dwarf himself, told 
me the story of.the owl and the magnolia 
tree. He said that every spring the great 
laughing owl came to the magnolia tree 
and warned it against opening its mouth 
(its bloom). “Ef yo’ does open it,” the bird 
insisted, “yo’s gwine ter lose somefin’ w'at 
yo caynt git back.’ But the foolish tree 
never Aeeded the admonition; it opened its 
bloom and lost the sweet odor, for which 
it grieved a whole year thereafter. 

The bluejay, according to cracker and 
negro tradition, visits hell every Friday to 
pay the devil for a week’s work, carrying 
coals to feed the pit fire. And the turtle 
dove has the reputation of a wolf in sheep's 
clothing. ‘“‘He’s a reg’lar ole tarkle dove,” 
is a phrase which, in Blue Ridge lingo, 
means that the person spoken of is a saint 
outwardly, while inwardly he is rottenness 
and dead men’s bones. 

An eld mulatto man who went with me 
down the Ancilla river in Florida seemed 
to be a half-breed in religion as well as 
blood. He was a Baptist, but he crossed 
himself whenever a heron flew ahead of us. 
He told me solemnly, hollowing his throat 
to make its notes sepulchral, that the heron 
carried a death powder on its neck; if you 
breathed in but a single grain of it your 

doom was sealed. wage pes gin Ty 
his story he shook h ree uttered: 
‘“Nebah min’, Boss, yo’ boun’ ter rit fodied 
some time er uder.”’ | 

Returning to the woodpecker, it was gen- 
erally believed by the Georgia mountaineers 
that the corns hidden by the common red- 
head (Melanerpes erythrecephalus) in hol- 
lows and clefts of trees were poisoned by 
the bird’s tongue. To the great horror of 
the lank youth who told me this, I ate a 
number of the hard, dry kernels, hoping to 
enlighten him, but I only demonstrated to 
his satisfaction that I was a “raygiar 
blame fool ter be a reskin’ sich projicks.”’ 
Among the mountain who used 
the old-fashioned flint-lock rifle, the flick- 
er’s geiden-shafted quill was always chosen 
to stop up pag tay me of the gun whiie 
ramming the home. 

This was thought to insure great good 
luck. On the other hand, a screech owl's 
wing feather would send the shot wide of 
the mark. I saw a savage fistiouff fight at 
a shooting match, near Dalton, brought 
about by one man furtively slipping an ow! 
quill into the touchhole of his adversary’s 
gun, and the “jedges o’ the shootin’” unan- 
imously decided that “Jake hed no fair 
chenc6 wi’ thet air feather a botherin’ 
’em.”’ 

A family by the name of Dodd, living in 
a wild and lonely “pocket’’ of the Pine Log 
mountains, showed me a variety of snake 
skins collected from the nests of great 
crested flycatchers. These dry shedding» 
were valued as a specific for headache; the 
cure was affected by repeating an incanta- 
tion while blowing the breath upon one of 
the skins. . 

The yellow-billed cuckoo has an air of 
mystery ; his style is reserved, shadowy and 
elusive. On account of his long tail and bil! 
uch jarger than he is; hence 
hé is a difficult target for the 
riflemen of the hills, and they have it that 
his feathers are bullet proof. Many a time

Even 
now I hear the taunting, arid laugh which 
greeted my failure. :

Development of Street Railways. 


The development of the electric railway 
has been within the past six years.
